The Chancellor's Statement. 
In his reply he said: "As long as 
in the countries of our enemies thi 
guilt and ignorance of statesmen ace 
entangled with confusion 
of 
public 
opinion, it Mould be folly for Germany 
to make i>eace proposals, which would 
act shorten, but would lengthen th 
dxiration of the Avar. First the masks 
must be torn from their faces. 


"At the pre.sent they speak of a w 
of 
annihilation against us. We have 
to take this fact into account. 
The 
oretical arguments 
for peace or pro- 
posals of peace will not advance us. 
will not bring the end nearer. 


"If our enemies make peace propos- 
als compatible v.'ith (iermany's dignity 
and safety, then we shall always b'^ 
ready to disruss them. 
Fullr conscious 
nf our unshaken military successes, 
decline responsibility for continuation 
of the misery which now fills Europ« 
and the whole world. 
No one can say 
that we continue the war because avc 
still desire to conquer this 
or 
that 
countrj' as a guarantee." 


In these ords the chancellor, with 
impassioned force, .-^tated the position 
of the ^ierman government on thci qu<"s- 
tion of peace. 
His remarks were cheer- 
ed with great enthusiasm. 
When Dr. 
\on Bethmann-Hollvpeg rose to reply 
to the interpellation, presented by Dr. 
.Scheidmann, socialist leader, silence f«!. 
over the whole house, but was soon 
broken by manifestations of approval. 
Several times the deputies and galleni ^ 
interrupted him with cheers. 


Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg began by 
.saying that in tin,' countries at ' war 
with Germany there had been much dis- 
cussion of the socialists interpellation 
f nd that the kno.wledge that peace was 
tc be discussed in the reichstag had been 
a source of satisfaction to these coun- 
tries. 
This was incomprehensible, in 
view of the success AVon in the cam- 
paign against Serbia, which opened the 
read to Germam^'s Turkish allies and 
threatened the most vulnerable points 
of the British empire. 
Although this 
situation would e.xplain a desire for 
peace on the part of Germany's enemies, 
he declared, none of them had made 
overtures. 
Instead, thej-^ were clinging 
to the intentions Avhich they had an- 
noimced publicly "with naive brutality" 
at the beginning of the war. 


Reviewed Peace Talk. 
The chancellor then reviewed recent 
utterances 
concerning 
conditions 
of 
pcace made in countries 
opposed 
to 
Germany, such as the handing over of 
Alsace an4 Lorraine to France, the an- 
nihilation of "Prussian militarism/' the 
expulsion of the Turks, sessioc of the 
left bank of the Rhine and the creation 
of a greater Serbia, including Bosnia. 


It was true,-the chancellor continued, 
that there were some persons in the 
countrieg at war with Germany who 
took a sensible position, but they were 
In the minority and their voices, like 
those of certain members of the English 
Wusc of lords, were unheard. 


The theories advanced by Germany's 
enemies, he said, had M t their force. 
People had ceased speaking of a w^r of 
twenty years. The pretext that the war 
»'.as being waged for the protection of 
snlall nations had lost its persuasive 
povier,.in

Until the communication is giA^en out 
for publication officials decline to dis- 
cuss its contents. 
It is said, however, 
that while couched in diplomatic lan- 
guage, it is vigorous in tone and carries 
a protest more emphatic than any of 
the communications sent to Germany 
following the Lusitania disaster. 
On 
account of the delays in cable commu- 
nication between Washington and Vi- 
enna it probably will be a week or more 
before an answer can be received. 


So far it is not known what informa- 
tion reached the state department just 
before the note was sent.

Germany will listen to peace pro- 
posals if they are such as she con- 
siders reasonable, but will not her- 
self propose peace was the essence 
of a statemtnt on the subject made 
by Dr. von Bethmann-HoUweg, the 
imperial chancellor, in the Reichstag 
today. 
With consciousness of her 
military successes, Germany declined 
responsibility for further continua- 
tion of the war, said the chancellor.

certitude that war Avill not return." 


Although the 
Bulgarians

been vigorously attacking the new 
lines established by the French in 
southern Serbia, they have made no 
impressioii on the French defenses 
and have sustained heavy losses un- 
der the accurate fire of the French 
artillery, Saloniki adAices declare..

of Alsace more than 87 per cent spoke 
German as the mother tongue. He aaked 
whether Poland belonged to Russia by 
right of nationality, whether this princi- 
ple lost its power ahd value if applied 
to India or Egypt. Germany's enemies, 
blinded at the beginning of the war by 
false stories, excited to' hatred, were 
r.ow able after military slnd diplomatic 
defeats to cling only to the idea of Ger- 
many's annihilation. 


Germany Cannot Be Starved. 


For this purpose there had been in- 
vented the theory that Germany could 
be starved. On this- point the chancel- 
lor said, with particular emphasis: "We 
all agree ..that our food supplies are suf- 
ficient; that the only important ques- 
tion is distribution. The economic unit 
stretching from Arras into Mesopotamia 
cannot be crushed." 


As to copper, the chancellor declared, 
Germany had immense stores, sufficient 
for years and years. He spoke of Ger- 
many's success in producing substitutes 
for certain articles, such as rubber. 


Referring to the discussion wether 
Germany's enemies would be able to 
bring greatly superior forces into the 
field, the chancellor mentioned the fact 
that France already has called to the 
colors the class of 1917, bringing into 
the war youths uuder the usual miU- 
tary age. 


The chancellor referred to the charge 
that members ^of the crew of a German 
submarine had been shot while defenste- 
lees bv the crew of the British pa- 
trol 
boat 
Baralong, 
and said the 
English press had concealed the facts 
of this case from the nation. 
As he 
made these remarks the whole house 
arose as an expression of indignation. 


Speaking of the guarantees of the 
•position of Germany in the future, to 
be included in the peace terms, Djs. von 
Bethm^un-Hollweg 
insisted 
that- the 
longer the war is continued, with inr 
creasing bitterness by Germany's eue- 
il^ies, the greater is the need of sueh 
guarantees. , 


"We do not fight in order to subjugate 
other nations," he said. "We fight jor 
the protection of our life and liberty. 
For the German government the war 
has always been what it was at the be* 
ginning—a war of defense for t^e Ger- 
man nation and for her future. 


"The war can be terminated only by 
a peace which will give the certitude 
that war will not return. W^ all agree 
about that. 
There lies and there «1 
ways will lie the root of.our strongtu.

income at $10,- 
000,000,000, its annual savings and in- 
estments at $1,500,000,000. 
Estimates 
made before the war gave the home 
land annual savings and reinveatment 
of $2,700,000,000; 
wealth was put for 
the 
United 
Kingdom, 
$85,000,000,000, 
British India, $15,000,000,000 and Can- 
ada, $7,000,000,000. 
Ab the remainder 
of the empire would not total nearly 
$23,000,000,000, Mr. McKenna is appar- 
ently marking up his assets. " 


He may be justified in doing so. In 
1900 the wealth of the United States 
was figured at $88,517,000,000 by the 
census, or $1,164.79 per capita. An 
timate by the department of commerce 
puts our wealth now at $187,739,000,000, 
or about $1,969 per capita, the popula- 
tion being vSomewhat more than lOO,- 
000,000. If wealth, measured in dollars, 
has more than doubled here in fifteen 
years, if wealth per capita has increased 
60 per cent, the growth must be due 
ill part simply to higher prices for com- 
modities: The gold dollar is worth less 
than in 1900. 


In their bearing on the war these 
figures lead to bewildering conclusions. 
The fighting nations are borrowing bil- 
lions, but a billion does not mean what 
it did. Measured in pounds, marks, 


francs, crowns, lires, rubles, the larger 
contesting nations are richer than they 
were when Wiey began pouring out their 
hiood and wasting their treasure in the 
gigantic struggle! 
Measured In actual 
wealth, they are all poorer. 


TAXING THE POO». 


(Indiana Daily Times.) 


In casting about for ways and means 
to raise revenues with which to run 
the government and to meet the cost 
of preparedness, the national adminis- 
tration tentatively 
discusses 
various 
direct taxes. 
For example, it Is sug- 
gested that a tax of 1 cent a pound 
be collected on sugar. 
Of course, thi< 
means the men, women and childrrn 
who consume sugar must suffer under 
of all food, the real life fuel. To in- 
crease the cost of sugar to the fam- 
ilies of thé country would mean to cut 
off the supply very considerably. Ev- 


ery cent added to the cost of sugar 
means that much cut off of the sugar 
supply in the home. Why tax tho/poor 
unduly when there are other and bet 
ter plans for ralsinir revenues? Tin! 
proposed tax on gasoline would aff< ct 
thousands of families adversely. 
Es- 
pecially would such a tax curtail the 
recreation and social betterment of the 
dwellers on the farms, where automn- 
biles have become common and where 
the motor car today serves as an im- 
portant factor in community life and 
uplift. 
In laying taxes on products it 
must at all time be borne in mind that 
the burden is passed on and on until 
it rests with all its crushing weight on 
the ultimate consumer, the man who is 
least able to bear the load. 
The rev- 
enue question ought to be 
carefully 
studied. 
If the statesmen have not 
the courage to solve the taxation ques- 
tion honestly and fairly, then w» would 
rather see bond issues and spread the 


tax burden along the years tlmu to 
submit ta an unjust dircct penalty on 
tlie things the people need and use.

Washington, Dec. 9.—From the speak- 
er's gallery in the house of representa- 
tive», Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, president 
of the National American Vt^oman Suf- 
frage association, witnessed » few days 
ago, the triple introduction of the Susan 
B. Anthony amendment in the Sixty- 
fourth congress. 
From 
one point of 
view it was a novel sight for the Vet- 
eran suffrage leader, for she found the 
political parties tumbling over each oth- 
er to introduce the measure. 
Congress- 
man Frank W. Mondell, of Wyoming, 
republican, introduced it on behalf of 
the National American Woman Suffrage 
association. 
He asked to have it made 
joint 
resolution No. 1. 
Congressman 
John £. Raker, democrat, of California, 
also introduced it on behalf of the Na-. 
tional American -Woman Suffrage asso- 
ciation, and not to be behind, Congress- 
man Meyer London, of New York, the 
lone socialist 
congressman, also tossed 
the resolution into the basket. 


Seated with Miss Shaw were other na- 
tional officers of the national association, 
including Miss Ruutz-Rees 
of 
Green- 
wich, Conn., representing the national 
board ; Mrs. .Winston Churchill, chairman 
of the convention committee of the na- 
tional 
association; 
Mrs. 
Antoinette 
Funk, vice chairman of the congressional 
committee, and Mrs. Ernest Thompson- 
Seton, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee. 


Dr. Shaw was plainly amused at the 
political rivalry prevailing in regard to 
the introduction of the famous suffrage 
raeasure. 


"It is a pleuant picture, indeed," said 
the president of the national association, 
"and one which our pioneer workers and 
fighters would have given much to see. 
Th« National American Woman Suffrage 
association has introduced this'self-same 
meaaiire in. congress 
for forty «aeven 
year«, and while wa hav® nirer had .any 
l^fllcult^ ta getttoup it^ i n f a ^ t w ^ w«

The Millers represent numerous lines 
of work. In the list there are all kinds 
of people from minister to janitor. 
If 
the Millers of Fort Wayne were 
all 
taken to some suburb to make a colony 
they would be independent of all the 
rest of the country, because there are 
men and women of all trades and occu- 
pations among them. Everything would 
go lovely except at the postoffice—and 
what a merry time would result when 
the twenty-six John Millers went to get 
their mail. In fact, no greater difficulty 
cculd well be imagined than that of 
trying to straighten out the ISIiller mail 
in a genuine unadulterated Millcrville. 
V In the city dh-ectory there are twenty- 
six John Millers; twenty six William 
Millers, seventeen Fred Millers, fifteen 
George Millers, thirteen Frank Millers 
and thirteen Henry Millers. 


The fact that there are 661 Millers in 
the big city directory does not mean 
that there are only 661 Millers in Fort 
Wayne. 
Far be it from that. 
Tlie di- 
rectory listà only the heads of the fam- 
ily in many instances, and if the Miller 
families are as large as some of the oth- 
er families in Fort Wayne, it is safe to 
predict that instead of having only 661 
Millers in this city, there are probably

keepers for the steel company at Gary. 


Officials of the company discovered 
that^the pay rolls were being jiadded. 
Itoth Caldwell and Bloomhuff 
were ac- 
cused. 
BloonibufT went on trial first in 
Hammond, 
Ind. 
He 
was 
acquitted. 
Caldwell was convicted. 


Declares Business His. 


Caldwell went to the prison at .leffor- 
sonville, Ind. 
Bloomhuff came to Chicit- 
go to manage 
the 
automobile garage 
business now in controversy. 
Caldwell 
served his terra and came directly to 
Chicago to claim his possessions. 
The 
suit for fecovery followed. 


"I turned the garage property orrr to 
Bloomhuff in trust when I went away," 
testified 
the 
recently 
liberated 
man. 
"In addition I put up .$2.800 for Bloom- 
huff's defense." 


"Did you pad the pay rolls while om- 
ploved as timekeeper for the steel com- 
pany?" he was asked.

fifTited to the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washinfrton for the pleasure and benefit 
ci' the ¡X'opk". 


Tn making this admission Mr. lYeer 
explained that his gift was made by the 
Kimple process of a bill of sale to Uncle 
Sam for a nominal consideration, 
by 
the terms of which the art objects will 
remain in his possession during his life- 
time, although actually the property of 
the government, but will pass automat- 
itally into the custody of the nation at 
his death. 


Tt is believed that Mr. Freer's novel 
n-ethod of giving his treasures to the 
I'cople will be a model for the benefac- 
tions of other men who desire to pas» 
along art collection to the nation, the 
state or the municipality without

possibility that their \vishes might not 
be carnc<l out in the distribution of 
tl-eir estates.

In this strange country called "Some- 
where in France," where nameless heroes 
live dangerously and die nobly, "They" 
have won undisputed preeminence. 

Within t h a t zone of the armies, no 
one names a-regiment, mentions a gun 
range, or hints an airman's destination, 
lest enemy ears be listening. 
This is a 
war without news, a death grapple in 
the dark.

A HUMORIST'S CONFESSION 


On the afterifoon of th« 22nd March, 
1905, a well known humorist, (whose 
iprofeMional name was Quentin Ash- 
lyn) 
surprised 
bis 
audience 
at 
St. 
George's hall, Langham Place, London, 
by making the following announcement: 
"Ladies and gentlemen, I am unable to 
give you my usual entertainment this 
afternoon. The fact is, I have recently 
been converted to God through the agen- 
cy of the (Torrey and Alexander) Albert 
Hall Mission, and I feel that my life 
must not be spent in amusing people 
•n ho are, many of them, on the road to 
eternal destruction, but in the eervioe of 
mj- Saviour who died for me." 


In the covirse of an interview with the 
editor of a popular magazine, Mr. Ash- 
lyn supplied the following information. 
He was the subject of many prayers, his 
mother being a decided Christian. Years 
ago he ceased attending religious ser- 
vices of all kinds. 
Although 
not 
a 
gambler or a drunkard, 
he 
loved 
a 
worldly life, and made a "very good liv- 
ing by making people laugh." 
But he 
was far from being happy. 
His testi- 
mony we give in his own words: 


"I was wretched as the years passed. 
I seemed to get worse and worse. Noth- 
ing interested me. 
I felt miserable. 
I 
heard my mother talk of the peace and 
joy she experienced. 
I did not believe 
it. 
It seemed to me that there was no 
Buch thing as happiness in this world, 
1 did not associate this misery with any 
particular sense of sinfulness. 
It was 
only an overpowering 
'sense of how 
v/eary, flat, stale, and unprofitable was 
everything. Amusements did not amuse 
me. I who amused everybody could not 
emuse myself. I was sick of everything 
—<ick of myself, sick of my profession, 
eiek of life." 


What a description of the unsaved! 
Yet God loves them! 
The operations of 
the Holy Spirit are manifold. 
With 
some He produces an overjwwering con- 
sciousness of guilt and danger; with 
others an unquenchable 
longing 
after 
happiness—a happiness that this world 
cannot supply. 
What a sad testimony 
of this popular entertainer. 
It seemed 
to him that there was no such thing as 
happiness. He was sick of everything— 
of himself, of his profession, even of life. 
And though daily amusing crowds, he 
was unable to amuse himself. How true 
are the words of Holy Writ: "The eye 
is not satisfied with seeing, nor the ear 
with hearing." (Eccles. 1:8). 
Solomon's 
experience 
was 
somewhat 
similar: 
"Whatever mine eyes desired I kept not 
from them; I withheld not my heart 
from any joys; for my heart rejoiced 
in all my labour; and this was my por- 
tion of all my labour; 
and, behold, 


fill was vanity and vexation of spirit." 
(Eccles. 2:10:11.) The Christian is the 
only one who can afford to bo happy. 
The unsaved are happiest when they for- 
get facts while believers are liappiest 
when they remember them. 
(Compare 
John 3:18 and 36; Prov. 29:1, with 2 
"Cw. 5:1; 1 John 2:12; and 1 John 5:13). 
Kone but Christ can satisfy the longings 
of an immortal spirit. 
Some one said 
that the world being round and the heart 
three-cornered, the world cannot fill the 
cravings of a human heart. 


Speaking of his experience after con- 
version, Mr. Ashlyn said: "I am a new 
man. 
I feel like laugliing all the day. 
My friends are all wondering 
at 
the 
change in my looks. 
I am as if I were 
in a new world." This surely is a mighty 
change. 
And how did !t come about? 
He had gone to the Royal Albert Hall, 
and was deeply impressed by Dr. Tor- 
rey's searching address. 
He was con- 
victed of sin, and as ho left the building 
he knew that he was rejecting Christ 
and His great salvation. 
On 
reaching 
home he read one of Dr. Torrey's ad- 
dresses, entitled, 
"God's 
Alternative." 
On the following Sunday he took the 
booklet and read it to a friend of his. 
"It is very terrible," said Mi". Ashlyn. 
His friend replied, "It is." 
'And every 
\Tord of it is God's truth." "I believe it," 
Baid thé other. 
"Then what are we 
going to do about it?" he asked. 
"I 
don't 
know; we can't lead the life." 
"No, we can't lead the life," was the 
conclusion 
that 
both arrived 
at. Of 
course not. 
How could they lead the 
Christian life before they were Chris- 
tians? "Verily, verily, I saj"- unto thee," 
said the Lord Jesus Christ ufito Nieo- 
demus, "except a man be born again he 
cannot see the kingdom of God." 
(John 
3:3). "Tliey that are in the flesh (man 
in his natural state) cannot please God" 
(Rom. 8:8). 
"Without faith it is im- 
possible to please Him" (Heb. 11 :G). 
The unsaved reader cannot please God 


till he accepts of Christ as his Saviour. 
You must first be a Christian before 
you can live the lift of a Christian. "I 
was always a Christian," says one. You 
are quite mistaken. All of us were bom 
"sinners" to start with, and no one ia a 
true Christian until he is "bom again' 
(John 3:3:7). 


Mr. Ashlyn was led to see that 
the 
Lord Jesus died for him; that He paid 
the ransom price for his deliverance with 
His precious blood, and by believing on 
Him who did it all and paid it all he was 
saved and had eternal life (Isa. 63:6; 1 
Peter 2:24; John 5:24; Acts 13:39 •. 
Next day he told his sister of his con- 
version to God. They read together the 
life-giving words of Romans 10:9: "If 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised Him from 
thf. dead, thou shalt be saved." 
Now 
that he was saved, he felt that he ought 
to confess 
Christ 
publicly. 
We were 
present at the Royal Albert Hall on the 
night he testified to the grace of God be- 
fore an audience of 9,000 or 10,000 per- 
sons. 


Does the reader really believe on the 
Lord Jesus? 
"I always 
believed 
on 
Christ," says one. 
No one has always 
believed on Christ. ^Vhat do you believe 
about Him? 
"I believe that He lived 
a perfect life, and died on Calvary to 
save sinners." 
Believing 
that 
Christ 
lived and died for others will do you no 
good. AVhenever you see what His death 
has accomplished for you-—how that Ho 
paid the ransom for you—that God is 
satisfied with wliat He did for you—you 
won't be afraid of God, and will under- 
stand the meaning of the familiar lines: 


"All my iniquities on Him were laid, 
All ray indebtedness by Him was paidi 
All who believe on Him, the Lord 
hath said, 


Have Everlasting Life." 
After his public confession of Cluist, 
Mr. Ashlyn Avyote to the concert agency 
saying that he had been converted at the 
mission. 
"I feel," he said, "I coi\ld not 
go on with my professional life. 
How 
could I make people laugh whose souls 
v.-ere in danger of Hell 
I was eick of 
playing the fool in order to make people 
laugh. 
I have left billiards, and smok- 
ing, and drinking, and all the things I 
thought I could never give up. I've left 
them all, and I never was so happy in 
my life." 
Since then Mr. Ashlyn has 
been telling to others the story of his 
conversion. 


should the reader not now ac- 
cept of the free, ful', and present for- 
giveness of all his sins 
God is sow be- 
peeching you to be reconciled to Him 
(2 Cor. 5*: 19-21). 
He loves you. 
Cal- 
vary's Cross reveals the measure of that 
love. 
Rest, by faith, on Christ dying 
for you. He has magnified the law and 
satisfied divine justice on account of 
your crimson sins. Believe and live. "Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved" (Acts 16;31).

eternal life to start with, power to over- 
come sin to go on with, and glory to 
end with.

Regulate your clothing according to 
the weather; in warm spells, reduce your 
clothing;

Woman's Experience 
With Bronze Turkeys 


Bronze turkeys have given me the 
results and are raised most ex- 
slUBlvely here. 
They will grow the 
largest In the shortest time. They ma- 
ture early, ane more hardy and domes- 
In their habits than other breeds, 
be profltaMe turkeys require much 
care and attention when young and 
should be kept from other fowls. 


Young turkej'- hens lay more eggs 
and generally hatch 
more of 
them 
than 
older 
hens, 
but 
the 
gobblers 
should be two years old and of en- 
tirely different blood. 
To have thrifty 
young 
pouflts, 
the 
tom 
should 
be 
changed every year, always using a 
thoroughbreoa. 
When my hens begin 
to lay, I keep them confined in boxes, 
having a box for each hen, ha,ve the 
hens marked with different colored 
strings, always putting the same hen 
in the same 
bo?:. 
After a 
week's 
time, each hen will have become ac- 
customed 
to her 
box and 
will 
go 
there each day to lay. 
In this Avay I 
do not lose any eggs. 


I gather the eggs each evening and 
keep them side by side in flat boxes, 
in a cool place, as it is important that 
they do not become chilled. 
About 
40 degrees is rigM. 
It is also quite 
Important that they be turned three 
times a week. 
Eggs so kept will hatch 
if five weeks old, and in that time a 
large number can be secured and per- 
haps there will be three or four tur- 
key hens wanting to sit. If one should 
get broody before the rest, let her sit 
awhile, even a week, until there are 
others with the same notion. 


I always set as many eggs as pos- 
sible, at one time. 
If I have more 
eggs on hand than the turkeys can 
cover, putting 18 under each hen, I 
put the rest under chicken hene. Kach 
hen can pover 12 eggs. 
I try to have 
my flock all hatched at once, as it 
lessens the trouble 
in feeding. 
Of 
course there will be some hens still 
laying. 
In thi» case, save the eggs 
until you have a llh-ge number; then 
proceed as before. 
Each hen will be- 
gin sitting in her box, which is con- 
.structed 
without 
a 
bottom, 
as 
the 
rioisture from the ground will Insure 
a good hatch. 
Have in the nest a 
plenty of straw or hay to keep the 
eggs from rolling 
out 
and 
getting 
chilled. 


Keep 
the 
boxes 
fastened 
at 
all 
times, that the hens may not be dis- 
turbed, except about an hour in the 
afternoon. 
Then when the hen comes 
off for food, it is well to guard the 
nest from dogs or chickens. 
Sprinkle 
sulphur in the nest and on the hen 
every week, to kill lire. 
During the 
last week of sitting, sprinkle the eggs 
three times with warm water. 
When 
it is possible, examine the nest while 
In-.tching and remove the shells. When 
T L M have hatched, the same box may 
be used for a coop, if it Is a large 
one.

AHENTION TO DETAILS NECESSARY IN THE CARE OF SMALL PIGS 


In Order to Raise Large, Healthy Litters of Pigs, It Is Absolutely Essential That All Details Pertaining to Their Handling, 
Housing and Feeding Be Given Careful Consideration:—Feeding Ration:—^Weaning Trough. 


See that all seeds -saved f'-om the 
garden are well cured, labeled 
and 
carefully stored for use next year. 


The sow, in order to produce 
a 
large, healthy litter, should be in the 
best possible condition. 
After she has 
been bred, careful feeding and man- 
agement are necessary to develop suc- 
cessfully the litter she is to produce. 
It is well to keep a record of the date 
on which the sow was bred. In order 
to 
know 
approximately 
when 
the 
youngsters are about to arrive. 
The 
gestation period of pigs is 112 to 115 
days. 
It is good policy to be on hand 
in case the sow needs help, but she 
need not be helped If she Is getting 
along well. 


When 
the 
pigs are 
born 
during 
warm weather they are less liable to 
bccome chilled and will generally find 


in the receptacle described. 
The pigs 
will not suffer if they do not suck for 
a few minutes after farrowing. 


Before placing the pigs w^ith the 
sow, cut out the -eight small tusk-like 
teeth. 
There are four of these on 
each Jaw in the rear of the mouth. 
These teeth are very sharp, and If 
left in the pig's mouth they will likely 
cause tearing of the sow's udder, and 
the 
little 
pigs 
cut 
one 
another's 
mouths 
while 
fighting 
for 
a 
teat. 
These teeth can be removed with bone 
forceps, 
wire 
nippers, 
or 
a 
knife. 
Never pull out the teeth. 
Always cut 
or break them off. After this opera- 
tion place the pigs with the sow, care 
being taken that each one gets to a 
teat.

seriously the pigs may be rubbed dry 
with a soft cloth and placed in the 
receptacle as fast as they arrive. 
If 
any of the little pigs appear to be 
lifeless when they are born, first see 
that all mucus is removed from the | 
nose, then give the pig a few gentle • 
slaps on the side with the hand. This ' 
will start the pig breathing if there 
is any life in the body. 
Give it a 
suck of the sow's milk and place it 


When the afterbirth is passed it 
should be removed from the pen at 
once and buried or burned. 
There Is 
good reason to believe that eating the 
afterbirth Is often the beginning of 
the habit of eating pigs. 


Great care must be taken to feed 
the sow properlj'. 
If she is not being 
properly fed the little pigs will show 
it. 
If the pigs follow the sow around 
very much and pull at her teats. It is 
a good sign that she is not giving 
enough milk, and more feed should be 
giver! to stimulate milk flow. When a

It Is very necessary that the little 
pigs have plenty of exercise and all 
the sunlight that can be given them. 
If they do not get exercise, they •will 
get fat and lazy and the usual result 
Is the "thumps." 
This is caused by 
the fat getting so thick around the 
heart and lungs that the pigs find It 
dlfflcult to breathe. 
They will be no- 
ticed heaving at the flank and gasping 
for breath. 
The best way to prevent 
this is to avoid overfeeding and make 
the young pigs take plenty of exercise. 


When the pigs are about Ave weeks 
old, they will begin to taste eome of 
their mother's feed. 
Do not be in a 
hurry to wean them. 
Eight weeks Is 
young enough to wean them. If there 
Is skim milk for them. 
Of course the 
size and development hM a great deal 
to do with their weaning age. If skim 
milk is not obtainable. It Is better to 
let the pigs nurse the «ow until ten 
weeks old. 


Skim milk and com, or skim milk 
and shorts, fed In the proportion of 
3 to 1, make an excellent ration for 
weanling«.

A weaning trough Is used with good

cheaply and as durably as possible. Is 
sufficiently strong so that the pigs can 
not break it^to pieces. 


Lumber seven-eighths Inch thick is 
used in constructing the trough, with 
the exception of the floor and ridge 
pole. 
The floor is made from 1-inch 
stuff, while the ridge pole can 
be 
made from a piece of lumber 2 in- 
ches square dressed. 


The following bill of material Is 
necessary to construct the 
weaning 
trough: 


One piece 1 inch by 1 foot by 12 
feet for the floor and ends. 
The end 
pieces can be dressed down to seven- 
eighths inch. 


One piece seven-eighths by 4 in- 
ches by 1« feet for the two sides. 


One piece 2 inches square by 8 
feet, dressed, for the ridgepole.

Now that the cost of cow feed Is 
soaring sky high and the dairyman Is 
depending on the profit from his cowa 
for his living it Is a self-evident fact 
that he must know what he Is think* 
ing about. 
One thing Is certain, the 
poor feeder to the poor cow Is not In 
the race and the sooner he gets out • 
the better, even If he must hire out 
to work for the man who knows how- 
to do his own thinking. 


Under the strained circumstances, of 
these days, to succeed In dairy work 
you must know how to think 
and 
that means that you must have put 
yourself 
through 
some 
process 
of 
training, either on your own hook or 
by proxy, that is, w-ith the help of a 
school or working for some practical 
dairN'man. 
It does not matter at all 
how you get your information, just so 
you get it, but to begin dairying with- 
out it is as hopeless as to jump into 
a deep river without knowing how to 
swim. 


For Instance, you should know that 
there Is a vast difference so far as 
the profit in dairying is concerned be- 
tween raising your own cow feed and 
buying it from the store. 
There Is 
also a great difference between feed- 
ing a big ration to a good cow or a 
poor cow. 
The good cow has that 
magic gift of turning whatever she 
eats into dairy products while 
the 
poor dairy cow Is one that has some 
latent power in her make-up that has 
another way of disposing of her food. 
She may make it into beef or we And 
many of them that do not seem to 
have any object in life except only 
to live and eat. 
There are altogether 
too many of that kind of cows eatins 
their heads off in all the dairies, and 
the wonder is how the average dairy- 
man can have the patience to keep 
them going. 


To keep out of this class of dairy- 
men you must brush up your brain 
power. 
Learn to read and to study. 
If you are young then there is no ex- 
cuse for you to be afraid of books. 
All young people must make them- 
selves familiar with the books that 
relate to the business they propose 
to follow In life, and especially the 
dairyman in these days. 
If you ars 
too laasy or Indifferent to read and 
study then let me tell you that to 
try to make a dairyman of yourself 
will simply be a waste of time that 
you had better use in working for 
some other man who Is not afraid 
to use his brains to the best 
ad- 
vantage. 


Herein lies the difference between 
an up-to-date man and a back num- 
ber — between 
the bright, 
energetlo 
man and the slow coach who has no 
desire to be abreast with the times. 
For Instance, the earnest young man 
who desires to learn dalrj-ing while 
doing the ordinary farm work—how 
easv for him to grapple with the most 
important of all dairj- work in pro- 
ducing the economical dairy 
ration 
from the crops of the farm. 
Let him 
figure that out and his dairy educa- 
tion Is half learned.—C. S. Miller. 


How to Build 


Concrete Tanks 


"Careful 
selection 
of 
sand 
and 
gravel is the first necessity in the con- i 
Ftruction of a concrete water tank for; 
the farm." says T. Tt. Sewall, of the' 
Xnrtluvest 
S(;hool of Agriculture at i 
(.'V ir.ks-ton. "Sand should be clean and' 
: Viarp, containing not more than three 
fuur per cent of clay. 
If it contains 
••n 
i-lay it should be washed. Gravel 
' nuki also be clean and not more 
: :i three-fourths of an inch in diam- 
••)• for h-m.oll tanks or oiie inch for 
i -.-jie tankfc. A good mixture for tanks 
1 .ay be made of one part of Portland 
cement: rwrp parts of clean, coarse 
Rand; and 
three 
parts 
of 
screened 
gravel. 


"The 
cement, 
sand, 
and 
gravel 
should be thoroughly mixed dry, by 
turning with a shovel or hoe. 
Water 
.should then be added, a little at a 
time, until the moi.sture is mushy but 
I i sioppj% If too much water Is used 
iind the forms are not tight, a part of 
t.ie opment will leak out with 
the 
water and the concrete will be weak- 
ened. 


•'In making a large tank, or one 
that Is going to be moved from place 
to place, a reinforcing of iron rods or 
wire mesh 
is required, 
though 
old 
wagon tire.s or pieces of scrap Iron are 
often used. 
It is important that the 
wall reinforcing be made continuous 
around the corners. 


"The tank, If a large one, should 
rest on its own foundation and have 
a concrete floor surrounding it. 
This 
floor will keep the tank more sanitary 
and also keep the water, spilled by 
the cattle, from undermining the tank. 


"The tank may be cast upside down 
by using a wooden core, and an out- 
side form. 
The outside form is made 
straight up and down, while the inside 
core is made wider at the top than the 
bottom. 
Then if the water 
should 
freeze In the tank the ice will slide up 
the sloping sides and be less likely 
to crack them."

Fertilizing 'Potatoes 


If fresh maniu-e is to be used, It 
should be appli^r*. the fall before, but 
well rotted manui-'i may be applied in 
tne spring. 
Lime should not be ap- 
plied directly before the potato crop. 
Experiments indicate that sulphate of 
potash produces a better quality of 
crop 
than 
the 
muriate. 
Potatoes 
which have a greater value per acre 
than other crops will respond proflt- 
tibly to heavier applications of fer- 
tilizers than will other crops. 


Chinese lilies often fail because they 
are kept too warm and in too much 
sunlight. 
When 
buds appear 
cover 
them with paper caps to hold back 
until 
they 
mature. 
They are 
less 
likely to blast If not allowed to grow 
too fast. 


I£ calves- are kept in a dark stAll 
they w^ill grow sickly and weak Just 
-«s certainly as a young plant treated 
In the same way. 


The prairie chicken, now common 
only in Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
the Dakota« and Manitoba, is one of 
the 
birds which 
formerly 
occurred 
over a much wider range than 
at 
present and in far greater abundance. 
It has been reduced principally 
by 
hunters, as have so many of our finest 
species of 
birds. 
Many 
sportsmen 
declare allegiance to the highest prin- 
ciples of game preservation yet fall 
to 
practice 
these 
principles. 
Our 
present game laws, even though effi- 
ciently 
administered, 
will 
save 
no 
species of birds, as the rapid growth 
of the army of sportsmen and 
pot 
hunters 
more 
than 
counterbalances 
the effect of the shortening of 
the 
open seasons and reduction of 
bag 
limits. 
Moreover, game laws, as a 
general rule, are not strictly obeyed. 


In .southern Wisconsin, where there 
was a closed season on prairie chick- 
ens for a term of years, to the writer's 
knowledge these birds were killed at 
every 
opportunity. 
The 
customary 
excuse was: 
"They are so scarce they 
won't breed up again anyway." 
Aside 
from showing culpable willingness to 
assist In the birds' extermination, this 
remark Is untrue. 
Like all birds of 
Prairie Chicken. 


its family the prairie chicken Is very 
prtliflc, and If adequately 
protected 
would soon become numerous In Its 
old haunts. 
The bird Is easily do- 
mesticated, hence is eminently suited 
for propagation on preserves. 
As the 
increase of game in this manner is 
the only way to preserve it Indefinitely 
and at t h j same tjme allow hunting, 
the plan should be actively put Into 
operation by those most interested In 
the preservation of game—the sports- 
men. 


The pralrle chicken is valuable not 
only as game, but as an eflldent de- 
stroyer of farm pests, and any farmer 
would profit by having these 
birds 
reared on his place. 
Almost 15 per 
cent of the birds' food consists of 
weed seeds, including those cf such 
pests as foxtail grass, 
smartweeds, 
and 
ragweed. 
The prairie 
chicken 
eats a great deal of erraln. but takes 
most of it from stubble. 
The bird is 
fond of such mast as hazelnuts and 
acoms. 
Nearly 15 per cent of the 
birds' food consists of lnsect.s, 
the 
bulk 
of 
them 
being 
grasshoppers. 
Among 
other 
pests- eaten 
by 
this 
species are the Colorado potato beetle. 
RuflTIed Grouse. 


cucumber beetle. May beetle, cotton 
worm, 
army 
worm, 
cutworm 
and 
chinch bug. 


The ruffled grouse, 
called 
"part- 
ridge" In the northeastern states and 
pheasant in some other parts of its 
range, 
is one of our 
most 
widely 
ranging 
game 
birds. 
It 
inhabits 
wooded 
regions 
from 
Canada 
and 
Alaska south to California, Colorado, 
Tennessee and northern Georgia. 
It 
Is usually a wild and wary bird and 
well withstands the attacks of hunt- 
ers ,but It responds to protection In a 
gratifying manner 
and 
has 
proved 
to be well adapted to 
propagation 
under artificial conditions. On account 
of these qualities and its desirability 
as a game species It is a good subject 
for game farming. 


Wild fruits, piast. and browse make 
up the bulk of the vegetable food of 
this bird. 
It is very fond of hazel- 
nuts. beechnuts, chestnuts and acorns 
and it eats practically all kinds of 
wild berries and other fruits. 
Various 
weed seeds are also consumed. 
More 
thap ten per cent of the food consists 
of Insects, about half of which are 
destructive beetles. 


Feeding During Molting Time 


Hens should be fed liberally during 
the molting season. 
Partially starving 
the hens to make them lose as far 
as possible all their feathers at one 
time, thus straining the vitality of the 
fowls to provide entire new growths 
of feathers so quickly, is not a good 
practice. 


The method may be good when fol- 
lowed by an expert, but ordinarily it 
injures the flock. As a rule, a reason- 
ably long molting period, during which 
time the birds are well cared for, pro- 
duces 
the 
best 
results. 
Sunflower 
seed, oil meal and other oily feeds fed 
during the molting season aid In the 
growth of feathers. 


Store cabbages In a 
cool 
cellar, 
heads down. 
They may be hung from 
supports, or the roots may be cut oft 
and the heads wrapped In newspaper 
and laid on a shelf, but they should 
be hung heads down for a while to 
insure draining the water out.

Farmers' Proflta. 


It Is susceptible of proof that agri- 
culture yields larger returns on the 
capital employed and the energy ex- 
pended than any other great division 
of human activity. 
It is self-evident 
that the individuality of the farmer is 
less hampered than that of the clerk 
who is one of a large ofllce force or 
the workman who is but one cog In the 
human machinery of some great In- 
dustrial plant. 


It Is clear that, in most cases, the 
blame for unprofitable farming Ilea 
at the doors of the farmers them- 
selves. 
It is seldom that a farmer 
employs the care and intelligence of 
the 
manufacturer, 
or 
even 
of 
the 
small merchant, in figuring coata, In 
stopping waste, in striving for quality 
rather than quantity, and in keeping 
well informed regarding modern busi- 
ness methods. 


Clean trees, devoid of Insect-life, are 
a credit to any home, and no yard Is 
complete without them—for shade as 
well as beauty. 


Planting tor Best Results. 


The perfection of planting consists 
in placing the tree roots in connection 
with the soil as nearly as possible in 
the same direction as that in which 
they were before removal and 
but 
slightly—one or two 
Inches—deeper 
than the tree stood In the nursery. 
If the season is very dry it will be a 
good plan to give each tree a bucket- 
ful or two of water when nearly done 
planting. 


Planting should 
not be done too 
early—not before the leaves will come 
off easily. 
They must In no case be 
left on the trees, even for an hour or 
two after digging, as they carry off 
moisture rapidly, and the trees would 
soon be wilted to a certain 
extent; 
and to strip off the leaves by hand 
before their office Is completed Is not 
a good. plan. 
The planting may con- 
tinue as long as the soil works.well 
(is not wet and stlckyX and the ground 
not too' hard. 


Knsilage for Liambs 


Lambs that are being fattened need 
some kind of succulent food, and for 
this purpose corn-ensilage is a good 
substitute for roots. 
The expense of 
growing, and the additional labor re- 
quired In caring for them, make the 
growing of root crops unprofitable for 
many of the flock owners, especially 
when ensilage can be produced more 
easily and for less cost per ton. 


Paint 


A dwelling that Is kept painted and 
repaired and surrounded by well-kept 
lawns, neat, substantial fences, nice 
dry, wep arranged walks and 
neat 
flower beds Is a plfasant sight to look 
upon, and Indicates that the owner is 
living for the sake of enjoying life 
end hot working his life away for the 
mere purpose of hoarding a few dol- 
lars.

The size of an apple can be in- 
fluenced 
to quite a large degree by 
picking.

Based upon general averages, it has 
been ascertained by highway special- 
ists of

under 
average 
conditions 
macadam 
roads 
can be built in southern s ates at from 
$4,000 to $5,000 per mile, gravel roads 
at from $1,500 to $2.500 per mile, and 
sand-clay and topsoll roads at from 
$S00 to $1,500 per mile. In New Eng- 
land 
and 
the 
other 
eastern 
states 
macadam roads are reported at from 
$8,000 to $9,000 per mile, gravel roads 
at from $3,200 to $5,000, and bitu- 
minous 
macadam 
from 
$8,000 
to 
$13,000, according to the 
character 
of 
construction, 
whether 
surface- 
treated, 
penetration, 
or 
mixing 
method. 
The bituminous type is quite 
general 
In the 
eastern 
states. 
As 
Indicating costs in other sections of 
country, the state highway commis- 
sioner of Michigan reported that In 
1913 the average cost for macadam 
roads was $4,300 per mile, claj'-gravel 
roads $1,500 per mile, and concrete 
roads about $10,000 per mile. 
The 
average cost of state highways con- 
structed in Ohio two years ago wa.'i 
$8,383. 
According to types. In 1D13 
the 
brick-paved 
highways 
averaged 
$14,650 per mile and the macadam 
highways $5,950. 
In California the 
first 356 miles of the state system of 
highways cost an average of $8,143 
per mile and consisted principally of 
thin concrete with a thin coat of 
bitumen.

Rivers and Harbors Work. 


The session of the National Rivers and Harbors congress at 


Washington is of particular interest to Fort Wayne and Northern 
Indiana by reason of the Toledo-Fort Wayne canal project, and the 
influence of that body is of much value in the effort to bring to 
fruition plans long delayed but hopefully pursued hereabouts for a 
number of years. The national body, of course, stands for the general 
principle of waterway improvement, and not for any particular 
project, but it is certain that the membership of that large and rep- 
resentative body realizes fully the national importance of the pro- 
posed Lake Eric-Lake Michigan waterway, and individual assistance 
is certain to be forthcoming. 


It is a hopeful sip-n to sec lhat in the furore over the question ol 


national preparedness and kindred subjects there are courageous men 
who arc undaunted by delay and who do not purpose seeing relegated 
to the background the work of waterway development which they 
have fostered for so many years. That progress has been hampered 
by the old-time cry of "pork" in connection with river and harbor 
improvement is undoubtedly true, but no action of the national Rivers 
and Harbors congress has ever given basis to this cry or justified the 
reproach. Yet as Mr. Rcdfield pointed out in his address, complete 
success for the cause of waterways can probably be attained only 
when it is disassociated from some of the phases which have been in- 
jected into it. 


And that is precisely what the National Rivers and Harbors 


congress is seeking to do. Reduced to a plain business and economic 
proposition, there is scarcely a governmental outlay possible that will 
return in such rich measure as the wise, systematic outlay for water- 
way development as a supplement to present 1 ransportation facilities. 
Not only the Fort Wayne delegates to that body, but representatives 
o£ other sections as well, arc seeking to bring this about. There is in 
it no suspicion of personal profit. It is solely a patriotic service, and 
a service of tremendous importance that deserves united support. 


The supreme court has upheld as constitutional the recent act of 


the legislature which provides that counties which are entitled to 
more than one representative in'the state legislature may be sub- 
divided into districts and a legislator elected from each district in- 
stead of having the entire number voted on by the county in general 
as is now the practice. The new law applies precisely as in the case 
of county commissioners which are chosen by districts. Not the least 
important phase of the decision is the demonstration that the modern 
legislature can occasionally pass a law that will stand the test of the 
courts successfully and come through without haviing it face battered 
beyond all possibility of recognition. 


The appointment of Sam W. Greenland as general manager of 


the Fort Wayne-Decatur trolley line means, of course, that the in- 
lerurban system will be kept in operation and not dismantled and 
sold for junk as once seemed the prospect. It is stoutly asserted that 
the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana has not acquired the Decatur 
line, and that is probably true, but the fact that the big system is ap- 
parently behind the operation of the line is sufficient for all practical 
purposes from the viewpoint of service to the public. 


The Kansas state board of education is now proposing to inaugu- 


rate a motion picture circuit for educational purposes to serve all the 
public schools in the state, in order that even the most remote and 
the smallest rural school can have the educational advantages offered 
by the film. Kansas is still determined to make it difficult for envious 
rivals to keep up with the pace she is setting in one line or another.

The chancellor of the exchequer gave 


statisticians something to think about 
when he placed the capitalf -wealth of 
the British empire at Ifia0,000,000,000; 
annual income at $20,000,000,000. 


Ten years ago the United Kingdom 


alone was capitalized at about »00,000,- 
000,000, its annual income at $10,- 
000000,000, its annual savings and in- 
vestments nt $1,500,000,000. Estimates 
made before the war gavo the home 
land annual savings and reinvestment 
of $2.700,000,000; wealth was put for 
the United Kingdom, $85,000,000,000, 
British India, $15,000,000,000 and Can- 
nda, $7,000,000,000. As the remainder 
of the empire would not "total nearly 
923,000,000,000, Mr. McKenna is appar- 
ently marking up Jiis assets. 


He may be justified in doing so. In 


1900 the wealth of the United States 
was figured at $88,517,000,000 by the 
census, or .$1,164.70 per capita. An es- 
timate by the department of commerce 
puts our wealth now at $187,730,000,000, 
or about $1,069 per capita, the popula- 
tion being somewhat more than 100,- 
000,000. If wealth, measured in dollars 
has more than doubled here in fifteer 
years, if wealth per capita has increased 
60 per cent, the growth must bo due 
in part simply to higher prices for com- 
modities. The gold dollar is worth less 
than in 1000. 


In their bearing on the war these 


figures lead to bewildering conclusions. 
The fighting nations are borrowing bil- 
lions, but a billion does not mean what, 
it did. Measured itr- pounds, marks, 


francs, crowns, ilres, rubles, the larger 
contesting nations arc richer than they 
wcfo when they began pouring out their 
Wood and wasting their treasure in the 
gigantic struggle! Measured in actual 
wealth, they are all poorer.

The fact is, I have recently 
been converted to God through the agen- 
cy of the (Torrey and Alexander) Albert 
Hall Mission, and I feel that my life 
must not be spent in amusing people 
who are, many of them, on the road to I 
eternal destruction, but in the service of 
my Saviour who died for me." 


In the course of an interview with the 


editor of a popular magazine, Mr. Ash- 


• lyn supplied the following information. 
" He was the subject of many prayers, his 


mother being a decided Christian. Years 
ago he ceased attending religious ser- 
vices of all kinds. Although 
not 
a 


gambler or a drunkard, he loved a 
worldly life, and made a "very good liv- 
ing by making people laugh." But he 
was far from being happy. His testi- 
mony wo give in his own words: 


"I was wretched as the years passed. 


I seemed to get worse and worse. Noth- 
ing interested me. I felt miserable. I 
heard my mother talk of the peace and 
joy she experienced. 
I did not believe 


it. It seemed to me that there was no 
puch thing as happiness in this world, 
I did not associate this misery with any 
particular sense of sinfnlness. It was 
only an overpowering 
sense of how 


i vreary, flat, stale, and unprofitable was 
everything. Amusements did not amuse 
me. T who amused everybody could not 
amuse myself. I was sick of everything 
—sick of myself, sick of my profession, 
sick of life."

When the 
day of tho meeting came, nnd the older 
ones had given their mites, and other 
children their little money K'fl-s. these 
children from the orphnnngc mnrchod up 
with shining faces, and the girls gave ..a 
basket of spiee, ft basket of grain, and 
two dozen fgRf- The boys also had their 
gifts of grain. 
They could not have 


shown greater happiness had great gifts 
been given them.

Excessive drinking of alcoholic liquors. 
Unusual exposure to extreme weather. 
Exposures of old person or persons 


suffering from other diseases. 


Living and sleeping in badly ventil- 


ated rooms. 


Ignorance and carelessness arc respon- 


sible for the spread of disease. 


COLDS. 


The, changing weather and chill winds 


bring a crop of colds. Kcw people are 
exempt; some suffer for a few days; 
acme contract permanent lung trouble.) 
Hitd bronchitis. 


Comparatively few colds l^ad to con- 


sumption, but as every cold .weakens 
the system and makes the person more 


liable to other diseases, and particularly 
to consumption, every cold should be 
closely watched. 


Draughts, overheated, 
unvciitilated 


rooms, unsuitable clothing and sense- 
less exposure are the chief causes of 
colds. Care for these things greatly re- 
duces the danger of colds. 


The man who sits in a draught, for 


instance, and exposes one part of his 
body in this way. may expect a cold. On 
the other hand, the man who is so much 
afraid of draughts that he lives in ft 
close or stuffy room, may expect to con- 
tract a cold when he goes into the open, 
air. 


The open window 
which docs not 


create n draught is the secret of proper 
precaution. Never stay in a close room, 
but never so ventilate a room that you 
create a draught where you are sitting. 


Unsuitable clothing is also to be avoid- 


ed. The man who puts on his flannels 
:n November and resolves not to take 
them off, except for a change, until thn 
spring, unconsciously determines that he 
will havo colds. 


Regulate your clothing according .to 


tho weather; in warm spells, reduce your 
clothing; in cold snaps, increase it. 
When you leave a heated room to go 
into the open air, protect your body by 
additional clothing; or, if you do not 
cnro (To wear an overcoat, reduce your 
clothing when you enter a worm place. 
A little foresight is better than a spoil 
of sickness.

With Bronze Turkeys 


Bronte turkeys have given me the 


beat results and are raised most ex- 
clusively here. 
They will grow the 


largest In the shortest time. They ma- 
lore early, are more hardy and domes- 
tic In their habits than other breeds. 
^o be profitable turkeys require much 
care and attention when young and 
should be kept from other fowls. 


Young turkey hens lay more eggs 


and generally hatch more of them 
than older hens, but the gobblers 
should be two years old and of en- 
tirely different blood. To have thrifty 
young poults, the 
torn should be 


changed every year, always using a 
thoroughbred. 
When my hens begin 


to lay, I keep them confined in boxes, 
having a box for each hen. have the 
hens marked with different colored 
strings, always putting the same hen 
in the same box. After a week's 
time, each hen will have become ac- 
customed to her box and 
will go 


there each day to lay. In this way I 
Co not lose any eggp. 


I gather the eggs each evening and 


keep th«m side by side in flat boxes. 
In a cool place, as it Is important that 
they do not become chilled. About 
40 degrees Is right. 
It Is also quite 


important that they be turned three 
times a week. Eggs so kept will hatch 
If five weeks old. and in that time a 
large number can be secured and per- 
haps there will be three or four tur- 
key hens wanting to sit. If one should 
get broody before the rest, let her sit 
awhile, erven a week, ur.tll there are 
others with the same notion. 


I always set as many eggs as pos- 


sible, at one time. 
If I have more 


eggs on hand than the turkeys can 
cover, putting 18 under each ben. I 
put the re«t under chicken hens. Each 
hen can cover 12 eggs. I try to have 
my flock all hatched at once, as It 
.lessens the trouble In feeding. 
Of 


•course there will be some hens still 
laying. 
In this case, save tho eggs 


until you have a large number: then 
proceed am before. Each hen will be- 
gin sitting In her box. which is con- 
structed without a bottom, as the 
moisture, from the ground will Insure 
a good hatch. 
Have In the nost a 


plenty of straw or hay to keep the 
eggs from rolling out and getting 
chilled. 


Keep tho boxes fastened at all 


times, that the hens may not be dis- 
turbed, except about an hour in the 
afternoon. Then when the hen comes 
off for food, it Is well to guard the 
nest from dogs or chicken*.
